New York, Apr. 20.—Nearly a week has passed the Titanic, the great- 


est marine achievement in lustory of the world, sank in mid-ocean. Much 
of her story is yet untold, and many days will pass before the world will 
folly realize or comprehend the significance ot the disaster, which must 
rank in many respects as the most stupendous in modern history.

much as the complete passenger list went clown with 
the vessel.

I rushed to my door and saw the ice 
crystals all over, they having

and I knew then it was an iceberg, 
but they told us immediately 
that 
there wias no danger and of course 
it never entered our heads for one 
moment that a. magnificent ship like 
the Titanic could sink.so we foolish- 
ly all went 'to bed without a fear. 
After a while we heard a commotion 
in the cowidor and went out to in- 
quire, and then they told us to put 
on life preservers and oorne out in 
five minutes. 
That was every mo- 


iment we had to get ready. Gretchen 
put on stockings and slippers and not 
a single article of underclothing, but 
a cloth skirt and waist, and we had 
very little more, but we put on our 
fur coats. 
I did not wait to even 


put on a hat, but I did rescue three 
hair pins, and we went up stairs, not

A little dead baby floated past us.

CARDIXAL FARLEY OF XEW YORK IS THREE SCORE AX TEX 


In the town of Newton Hamilton, 


county ot Armagh, province of Ul- 
ster, Ireland, far across the dark blue 
ocean vhere the billows cease from

rest, a boy was boin 
ust seventy 


years ago today to the parents of 
Cardinal John Murphy Farley. And 
sure that boy was the future Cardi- 
nal himself. 
How he happened to 


be born in Ulster, in the north ot 
the Emerald Isle, is beyant me, un- 
less it was that his mother was there 
at the time. 


Today the venerable Cardinal, who 


only recently was invested with the 
robes of office of the Sacred College 
and returned from Rome to receive 
in New York the most enthusiastic 
welcome ever extended to an Ameri- 
can, will be congiatulated by Catho- 
lics the world over on attaining to 
three score years and ten. 


"Peacemaker" sums up'in a word 


the career 
of 
the distinguished 


churchman, and he is all the more 
to be honored because "peace" is a 
word the average Irishman has lit- 
tle use for. 
As a lad "Little John- 


ny," as he was known, often poured 
oil on the troubled waters, and his 
gentle spirit won recognition and 
honor even from the turbulent Ul- 
ster boys wh were (the companions 
ot his youth. 
The parents ot the 


future prince of the church were, 
like most of their neighbors, far 
fiom wealthy, but they entertained 
an ambition to make "little John- 
ny" a priest, and with much thrift 
and saving ot pennies and shillings 
managed to send him to St. Marcar- 
tan's College, which, as everybody 
knows, is just beyant Monaghan. He 
had a thirst for learning that has 
never been quenched, and stood first 
in his classes, winning such medals 
as wore otfered with the ease born 
of the scholar. The few of his class 
mates now living—and mighty proud 
they are at having been the associ- 
ates of 
"Johnny"—recall 
that he 


was never a participant in the fre- 
quent ftghts that marred the schol- 


1 astic calm at 
St Marcartau's and 


j that he took little interest in ath- 
letic pastimes. 
For -pure and una- 


dulterated wit and ttumor, however, 


• they say the future cardinal had no 
j equal in the school, and in the role 
of comedian he won the admiration

' his schooling young Farley worked

. forgotten his alma mater, and for 
I torty years, as priest, bishop, arch- 
bishop and cardinal, has been a tre- 
quent and liberal contributor to St.

Cardinal Farley's 'father was the 


keeper of a public house, or "pb." as 
they call them in Ireland—a com- 
bined saloon and .tavern 
He died 


when "Johnny" was still a youth, but 
an uncle in Nfcw York, Patri6k Mur- 
phy, 
who 
had 
made considerable 


money in the clothing business and 
desired to see some member of the 
family in the priesthood, contributed 
?500 toward completing the educa- 
tion of the nephew. 
With this sum 


and furtner assistance from his uncle 
young- Farley came to America and 
became a student at St. John's col- 
lege, Fordham, New York City, and 
later at St. Joseph's Seminary in 
Troy. 
Then followed four years in 


the American college at Rome, and 
in 1870 came the great day when he 
was ordained a priest, the ceremony 
taking place m the Eternal City. Re- 
turning at once to Ameiica, he be- 
came assistant rector of a church at 
New Brighton, Staten Island. 
Arch- 


bishop McCloskey of New York, who 
later became the first American car- 
dinal recognized tho unusual ability 
of the young priest, and made him 
his secretary. 
That was forty years 


ago. 
Many times since then his ser- 


vices for the church have won signal 
recognition from both the late Pope 
Loo XIit and Pope Pius.

He 
resided in New York until 1855 when 
he located here and took charge of the 
foundvy of the Newark Machine com- 
pany. In New York City in 1852 Mr. 
Thomas married Miss Emily Lusby, 
who was bora in London, England, 
December 21, 1S30. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Thomas had twelve children, nine of 
whom are now surviving. One sou, Ed- 
ward died but a year ago. The chil- 
dren living are Mrs. B. H. Brown and 
Mr. A. L. Thomas, living at the home, 
Mrs. Charles Genert and Mrs. F. ,E. 
Symons of Pittsburg, Mrs. John Gold- 
stone of Alanieda, Calif., George B. 
Thomas of Portland, Ore., Mrs. F. H. 
Gilbert of Longbeach, Calif.; Charles 
F. Thomas of Washington, D. C., -and 
James Thomas of . this city.. 


In the death of Mr. Thomas Newark 


has lost one of her most prominent 
and influential business men. He came 
to Newark with but little money and 
by his honest endeavors has left, as a 
monument to 'his'inemory the splendid 
enterprise with which he was so in- 
separably connected. This iron foun- 
dry was established in Newark in 1SG7 
toy Mr. Thomas, commencing with but 
a small -building and nine or ten men 
employed in. the manufacture of cook 
stoves from which the owner gradual- 
ly drifted into the general machine 
and foundry business which he con- 
: tinned with marked success. 
Until 1S93 Mi-. Thomas conducted 


the business alone when the enterprise 
was incorporated as the James 
E. 
Thomas company, with a capital stock 
of $30,000. Employment is now given 
to about fifty men. During the past 
two years illness the 
business 
has 


been in charge of Mr. James Thomas 
and Mr. Abe Thomas. 


On March 18 of this year, Mr. and 
Mrs: 'Thomas surrounded by their fam- 
ily celebrated .the 60th anniversary of 
their marriage/ Mr. Thomas has long 
been affiliated with the Masonic fra- 
ternity and- has attained the 'rank of 
the'. thirty-second degree Mason.

was also a member of the Shriners.

"Soon we were told to go to a 


higher deck. 
But always came the 


reassuring word 
from

that everything was all right. 
The 


inrush of the water could be plainly 
heard. 
Some one suggested that "we 


put on life preservers. Nearly every 
one on deck followed ithe suggestion. 
And then came the order to prepare 
the lifeboats. 


"At first nearly every one demurr- 


ed. None believed the ship would 
sink. 
And they objected to going 


out into an open boat at that time m 
the morning. 
But the officers insist- 


ed and, more in a spirit of lark than 
from fear (the women got into the 
boats. 


"Our party went into the second 


boat launched on the portside. Offi- 
cers ot the ship were then insisting 
that the women get in first. 
There 


was no confusion, no trouble. 
Ev- 


erything -was more in the spirit of 
a picnic than anything else. 


"When we were waiting to be put 


into the boat I heard that on the 
other side—the 
side 
that struck, 


both men and women were entering 
the boats 
Many women refused to 


get into the boats to leave their hus- 
bands. 
This accounts for the fact 


that so many men were saved. 


"I saw Colonel Astor kiss his bride 


and say: 'I will be with you soon.' 


"Mr. Ismay was here, there and 


everywhere, 
helping,

"The night was bright and clear— j 


the 'stars making it possible to see 
a great distance. tln our boat were 
thirty women, two oarsmen and a 
steward.

for awhile.

spirit of fun took the oars and pulled 
for awhile. 
I pulled one oar.

About twenty minutes after 
we were 'put in the boat we noticed 
that the giant ship was sinking low- 
in the water. Then for ithe first time 
we realized that it was in danger, 
and our lark turned into a fright- 
ened party of women. 


"Lower and lower sank the Ti- 


tanic. 
The faint strains of a band 


came to us. Thenall of a sudden the 
lower lights seemed ito go out. Only 
the lights on the upper deck were 
visible. 


"And then we saw the ship sink— 


this great unsinkable liner. 
It did 


not plunge, as far as we could see, 
but seemed to settle lower and lower 
into the waiter and went down gen- 
tly, grandly to its grave. 


"Then the full horror of the thing

We were frightened,
